Gardens here, recently received the Jane 
Righter Rose Medal award of the Garden 
Club of America, under the following 
citation: 

“The War of the Roses was fought in 
England centuries ago. A far more recent 
victory has been won almost single- 
handed in this country by Walter Brown- 
ell who vanquished that enemy of the 
Rose, Blackspot. 

“This remarkable man retired from the 
practice of the law to devote his life to 
the perfection of the most splendid of 
flowers, the Rose. 

“He became a student of genetics and 
planned his hybridizing program, using 
scientific principles with a definite ob- 
jective. His efforts have been along origi- 
nal lines with the result that he has giv- 
en America a new race of Roses of excep- 
tional value.
